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SPECIAL  SUBJECT 

HAWAIIAN  botanical  SOCIETY  CONSTITUTION 

(As  amended  5 June,  1972) 


ARTICLE  I.  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society." 

ARTICLE  II.  Objectives 

The  objectives  of  this  Society  shall  be: 

a.  To  advance  the  science  of  Botany  in  all  its  applications. 

b.  To  encourage  research  in  Botany  in  all  its  phases. 

c.  To  promote  the  botanical  welfare  of  its  members  and  to  develop  the  spirit  of 
good  fellowship  and  cooperation  among  them  in  botanical  matters. 

ARTICLE  III.  Membership 

Section  1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active  members  and  Honorary  Members. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  is  interested  in  Plant  Life  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
is  eligible  for  membership  in  this  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV.  Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a President,  a Vice-President, 
a Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and  two  Directors,  \^ich  together  with  the 
editor  of  the  Newsletter  and  the  chairman  of  the  membership  commit- 
tee shall  constitute  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 
However,  the  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected. 
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3.  Election  of  all  officers  and 
directors  shall  be  by  ballot. 

If  there  is  but  one  nominee  for 
an  elective  position,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
cast  tlie  elective  ballot  for  the 
nominee . 

4.  The  President  or  Vice-President 
may  not  succeed  himself  in  office 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
(By-Laws  Art.  IV--duties  of 
Vice-President) 

5.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than 
one  office  at  a time. 

6.  If  a vacancy  occurs  in  any  office 
except  that  of  President,  a 
successor  thereto  shall  be 
elected  at  the  regular  meeting 
following  that  at  which  the 
vacancy  has  been  declared. 

7.  The  officers  shall  perform  the 
duties  prescribed  for  them  in 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  and  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  the  By- 
Laws  or  as  ordered  by  the 
Society. 

Annual  Meeting 

1.  The  Society  year  shall  run  from 
December  1 to  November  30. 

2.  The  December  meeting  shall  be 
known  as  the  Annual  Meeting.  If 
unusual  circumstances  prevent 
the  holding  of  this  meeting,  a 
special  or  regular  meeting  shall 
be  held  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter,  to  be  designated  as 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

General  Prohibitions  and  Distribution 

on  Dissolution 


d.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities 
of  The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society  shall 
consist  of  carrying  on  propaganda,  or 
othen^ise  attempting  to  influence 
legislation; 

e.  The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society  shall 
not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in 
(including  the  publishing  or  distribut- 
ing of  statements)  the  political  cam- 
paign on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for 
public  office; 

f.  The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society  shall  not 
be  organized  or  operated  for  profit;  it 
is  the  intention  that  The  Hawaiian 
Botanical  Society  shall  be  organized  and 
operated  exclusively  for  scientific  and 
educational  purposes  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Reveftue  Code  of  1954; 

g.  The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society  shall  not: 

1.  lend  any  part  of  its  income  or 
corpus,  without  the  receipt  of 
adequate  security  and  a reasonable 
rate  of  interest  to; 

2.  pay  any  compensation,  in  excess  of 
a reasonable  allowance  for  salaries 
or  other  compensation  for  personal 
service  actually  rendered  to; 

3.  make  any  part  of  its  services  or 
any  other  property,  for  more  than 
adequate  consideration  in  money  or 
money's  worth  from; 

4.  make  any  purchase  of  securities  or 
any  other  property,  for  more  than 
adequate  consideration  in  money  or 
money's  worth  from; 

5.  sell  any  securities  or  other  property 
for  less  than  adequate  consideration 
in' money  or  money's  worth  to;  or 


1.  General  Prohibitions.  Notwith- 
standing any  provision  of  the 
Constitution  or  By-Laws  which 
might  be  susceptible  to  a 
contrary  construction: 

a.  The  Hawaiian  Botanical 
Society  shall  be  organized 
exclusively  for  scientific 
and  educational  purposes; 

b.  The  Hawaiian  Botanical 
Society  shall  be  operated 
exclusively  for  scientific 
and  educational  purposes; 

c.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings 
of  the  Hawaiian  Botanical 
Society  shall  or  may  under  any 
circumstances  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  any  private  share- 
holder or  individual; 


6.  engage  in  any  other  transactions 
which  result  in  substantial  diver- 
sions of  its  income  or  corpus  to; 
any  officer,  member  of  the  Executive 
Board,  or  substantial  contributor  to 
The  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society. 


The  prohibitions  contained  in  this  sub- 
section (g)  do  not  imply  that  The  Hawaiian 
Botanical  Society  may  make  such  loans,  pay- 
ments, sales  or  purchase  to  anyone  else,  unless 
such  authority  be  given  or  implied  by  other 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws.'

Section  2.  Distribution  on  Dissolution.  Upon 
dissolution  of  The  Hawaiian  Botani- 
cal Society,  the  Executive  Board 
shall  distribute  the  assets  and 
accrued  income  to  one  or  more  organ- 
izations as  described  in  Section 
501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954  as  determined  by  the 
Executive  Board,  but  which  organiza- 
tion or  organizations  shall  meet  tlie 
limitations  prescribed  in  subsections 
(a)  - (g)  inclusive,  of  Section  1, 
Article  VI,  immediately  preceding.

Special  meetings  may  be  called 
by  the  President,  or  by  the 
Executive  Board,  or  on  the 
request  of  nine  (9)  active 
members . 


ARTICLE  VII.  Amendment 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Society  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  all 
members  present,  provided  that  the  amendment  has 
been  presented  at  the  previous  regular  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I.  Membership 


Section  1.  Any  person  interested  in  the  objec- 
tives of  this  Society  may  be  admitted 
to  active  membership  upon  presenta- 
tion of  an  appropriate  application 
to  a member  of  the  Membership 
Committee  and  upon  payment  of  dues 
for  one  year.  The  Membership 
Committee  shall  present  the  names  of 
new  members  to  the  Society  at  its 
next  regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  title  of  Honorary  Member  may  be 

conferred  on  any  person  whose  achieve- 
ments in  Botany  and  related  sciences 
in  the  Islands  may  be  considered  as 
entitled  to  such  special  recognition. 
An  Honorary  Member  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  membership. 
Election  to  Honorary  Membership  shall 
be  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Section  3.  Nomination  to  Honorary  Membership 
shall  be  made  in  writing  to  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Board  and 
must  receive  a two- thirds  endorsement 
of  the  Executive  Board  before  the 
person  so  nominated  may  be  eligible 
for  election.  The  Secretary  shall 
report  the  name  of  the  eligible 
nominee  to  the  Society.  Election 
of  a candidate  for  Honorary  Member- 
ship shall  be  so  notified  in  writing- 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

Section  4.  Any  member,  for  a reason  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Society,  may  be  dropped 
from  the  membership  roll  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting. 


Section  4.  A botanical  program  shall  be  a 

feature  of  every  regular  meeting. 

Section  5.  Programs  may  be  presented  at 

regular  meetings  even  though  a 
quorum  be  not  present. 

Section  6.  A quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
Society  business  shall  consist 
of  thirteen  (13)  members.  A 
quorum  of  the  Executive  Board 
shall  consist  of  three  (3) 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
either  the  President  or  the 
Vice- President . 

ARTICLE  III.  Order  of  Business 

The  order  of  business  shall  be: 

1.  Introduction  of  guests. 

2.  Reading  and  approval  of  Minutes  of  the 
Previous  Meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  officers.  Executive  Board, 
and  Standing  Committees. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  New  business. 

7.  Scientific  program. 

ARTICLE  IV.  Duties  of  Officers 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Society,  perform  other  duties  provided 
for  in  these  By-Laws,  and  carry  out  such  other 
functions  as  usually  pertain  to  the  chief  officer 
of  such  a Society.  At  the  regular  meeting  in 
October,  or  two  months  before  the  Annual  Meeting, 
he  shall  appoint  an  Auditor  and  a Nominating 
Committee . 

The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  func- 
tions of  the  President  in  the  absence  or  inca- 
pacity of  the  latter.  In  the  event  of  the 
resignation  or  death  of  the  President,  the  Vice- 
President  shall  become  President  for  the  un- 
expired portion  of  the  term.  He  is  not  thereby 
rendered  ineligible  for  a full  term  as  President 
(See  Constitution  ARTICLE  IV,  Sec.  4). 


ARTICLE  II.  Meetings 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  the 
first  Monday  of  each  month  where 
such  Monday  is  not  a legal  holiday, 
except  during  the  months  of  July, 


The  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
records  and  papers  of  the  Society,  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  present  a written  Annual  Report  of  the 
year's  activities  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  He 
shall  deposit  all  permanent  records  of  the  Society 
at  the  Sinclair  Library  of  the  University  of  Hawaii 
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The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  keep  a detailed  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  render  a written  report  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  provide  a list  of 
members  in  good  standing  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 


any  question  brought  before  the 
Society. 

Section  2.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  exempt 
from  payment  of  dues. 


Each  officer  shall  prepare  a list  of  his 
year's  duties  to  be  included  in  his  files. 

ARTICLE  V.  Executive  Board 


The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Membership  Chairman,  Editor  of  the 
Society  Newsletter,  and  two  Directors  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board.  The  Executive 
Board  shall  plan  the  programs  of  the  meetings 
and  execute  the  mandates  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Committees 


Section  1.  Membership  Committee.  Directly 
after  the  Annual  Meeting,  the 
President  shall  appoint  a 
Membership  Committee  composed  of 
a chairman  and  two  or  more  members. 
This  committee  shall  construct 
and  distribute  membership  appli- 
cation forms,  maintain  a list  of 
members,  inform  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  additions  to  this 
list,  and  notify  members  who 
have  been  dropped  from  membership. 


Section  2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall 
present  its  report  one  month 
before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Auditor  shall  audit  the 

books  of  the  Treasurer  and  shall 
report  the  findings  to  the 
Society  at  the  first  meeting 
subsequent  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 


Section  3.  Any  member  in  arrear  of  dues  six 
months  after  the  start  of  the 
Society  year,  provided  the  Treasurer 
shall  have  sent  him  a second  notice 
of  dues,  may  be  dropped  from  the 
rolls  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Board  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  4.  Special  cases  for  reduction  or 

remission  of  dues  not  included  in 
the  foregoing  provisions  may  be 
decided  by  the  Society  at  any 
regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Parliamentary  Authority 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Society,  except  in  such  cases 
as  are  covered  in  the  Constitution,  and  By-Laws  or 
as  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  IX.  Amendment 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Society  by  a two- thirds  vote  of  all 
members  present,  provided  that  the  amendment  has 
been  submitted  and  read  at  the  previous  regular 
business  meeting. 


Section  4.  Other  committees  may  be  appointed 
as  directed  by  the  Society  or 
by  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII.  Dues 


Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  active  members 
shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00); 
the  active  dues  for  families 
shall  be  seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($7.50);  the  dues  of  active 
members  who  are  duly  registered 
students  in  a bona  fide  educa- 
tional institution  of  higher 
learning  shall  be  two  dollars 
($2.00);  the  dues  of  active  junior 
members  in  elementary,  interme- 
diate, or  high  school  shall  be 
one  dollar  ($1.00).  Dues  shall 
be  payable  on  December  1 or  upon 
subsequent  request  of  the 
Treasurer.  Any  new  member  paying 
his  first  year's  dues  between 
September  1 and  November  30  shall 
be  considered  a paid-up  member 
throughout  the  subsequent  Society 
year.  Only  members  in  good  stand- 
ing shall  be  eligible  to  vote  on

"recruiting  new  staff  members,  reading,  writing,  and  'recreating"'  (he  means,  having 
a little  fun,  too.'). 

Gladys  E.  Baker,  U.  H. , continuing  mycological  research  on  her  IBP  (International 
Biological  Program)  project.  Fungi  associated  with  leaves  of  Metrosideros  collina 
var.  polymorpha  and  Acacia  koa  growing  along  the  Mauna  Loa  transect  in  Hawaii  National 
Park.

Research  grants  to  Hawaii  from  U.  S.  Forest  Service 


The  University  of  Hawaii  and  Bishop  Museum  are  recipients  of  grants  recently  awarded 
by  the  Forest  Service.  Major  emphasis  is  being  directed  toward  determination  of  the 
causes  of  dying  of  ohia  and  koa  on  the  Island  of  Hawaii.  One  grant  of  $93,000  is  for 
a 3-year  program  to  be  directed  by  Franklin  Laemmlen,  Assistant  Professor  of  Plant 
Pathology,  U.  H.  Another  is  for  $18,500  to  Bishop  Museum  for  a study  of  cerambycids 
and  other  wood  boring  beetles  which  attack  koa  and  ohia.  J.  Linsley  Gressitt  and 
Alan  Samuelson  are  co-directors  of  this  study  and  William  Ruffin  will  carry  out  the 
field  work.  Clifton  J.  Davis,  Chief  Entomologist,  Hawaii  Dept,  of  Agriculture,  will 
cooperate . 


Smaller  grants  to  U.  H.  will  be  used  by  James  Brewbaker  and  Samir  El  Swaifey  for 
investigations  of  genetic  studies  of  koa  and  of  soil  hydrology,  respectively. 

Principals  involved  in  negotiating  these  contracts  include  Spencer  Marshall,  Assistant 
Director,  Forest  Service  Experiment  Station,  Berkeley;  Robert  E.  Nelson,  Director, 
Institute  of  Pacific  Islands  Forestry;  L.  D.  Swindale,  Assoc.  Director,  Tropical 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  U.  H. ; and  Roland  Force,  Director,  Bishop  Museum. 

Research  on  extent  and  spread  of  ohia  decline  is  being  done  by  Robert  Burgan,  Insti- 
tute of  Pacific  Islands  Forestry  and  Edwin  Q.  P.  Petteys,  Hawaii  Division  of  Forestry. 
Robert  V.  Bega,  Forest  Service  Pathologist,  Berkeley,  will  take  part  in  the  study  of 
causes.  Tom  K.  Tagawa,  State  Forester,  and  Libert  K.  Landgraf,  District  Forester  at 
Hilo,  Division  of  Forestry,  are  giving  financial  and  logistical  support  to  all  of  the 
investigators.  Thus,  the  inquiry  into  ohia  decline  is  now  in  progress. 
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More  plants  from  Kahoolawe 

District  Forester  Wesley  H.  C.  Wong,  Maui,  visited  Kahoolawe  in  April  to  check  on 
revegetation  studies  of  the  Division  of  Forestry  and  U.  S.  Forest  Service.  He  reported 
seeing  the  following  plants  which  were  last  reported  there  in  1913.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Hawaiian  Botanical  Society  is  also  opposed  to  any 
destruction  of  this  resource;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  copies  of  this  document  be  sent  to  Governor  Burns, 
Senator  McClung,  Representative  Beppu,  Mayor  Fasi,  the  City  Council,  Senator  Inouye, 
Senator  Fong,  Congressman  Matsunaga,  and  Congresswoman  Mink. 

Ecology  Tour 

On  27  and  28  March,  Dieter  Mueller- Dombois , assisted  by  Ruth  Gay  and  Dr.  Gunter  Spatz, 
hosted  a group  of  distinguished  ecologists  in  reviewing  work  of  the  International 
Biological  Program  in  Hawaii  Volcanoes  National  Park,  Kilauea  properties  of  Bishop 
Estate,  and  Waiakea  Forest  Reserve  near  Hilo,  Hawaii.  Dr.  Mueller-Dombois  and  the 
visitors  were  enroute  to  Taiwan  for  a bilateral  conference  with  counterparts  from 
that  nation  on  research  in  forest  ecology.  The  conference  is  sponsored  by  National 
Science  Foundation.  The  group  included  scientists  from  Santa  Barbara  State  College, 

U.  S.  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  Texas  A & M,  University  of  Illinois  School  of  Forestry, 
Oregon  State  University  School  of  Forestry,  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  University  of 
California,  Berkeley  (Genetics  and  Forestry)  and  Oberlen  College  as  well  as  University 
of  Hawaii  Botany  Dept.  Local  guests  on  the  Hawaii  tour  included  R.  E.  Nelson  of  the 
Institute  of  Pacific  Islands  Forestry,  and  Libert  Landgraf  and  Russell  LeBarron  of 
the  Division  of  Forestry.  Subsequent  to  completion  of  the  two-weeks  tour  Dr.  Mueller- 
Dombois  will  remain  in  the  Orient  until  June  on  other  projects.

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Chaulmoogra  trees  in  Waiahole  Forest  Reserve 

Four  species  of  Hydnocarpus  are  recorded  as  being  planted  in  the  Waiahole  Forest  Reserve 
during  the  1920's.  These  are  H.  anthemintica , H.  Hutchisonii , H.  castanea  and  H. 
kurzii  (recorded  as  Taraktogenos  Kurzii.)  Along  the  trail  from  the  road  down  to 
Waiahole  Stream,  just  inside  the  Forest  Reserve,  H.  Kurzii  is  found  growing  very  well. 

It  produces  fruit  and  is  reproducing  abundantly.  Among  other  exotics  at  the  same 
place  is  Dillenia  indica  (elephant  apple) , also  fruiting  heavily.  Division  of  Forestry 
records  show  that  10  trees  were  planted  in  the  Waiahole  Forest  Reserve  in  1929, 
whether  at  this  location  is  not  known.  The  chaulmoogra  trees  are  holdovers  from  the 
time  when  leprosy  was  still  a scourge  in  Hawaii.  Chaulmoogra  trees  were  brought  in 
with  the  assistance  from  the  Division  of  Forestry  to  provide  a local  source  of  the 
only  curative  material  known  at  that  time.  Today  better  treatments  are  available  and 
chaulmoogra  oil  no  longer  is  used.
